Government 
makes 
nationality 
concessions

The Government made two 
significant concessions in the 
committee stage of the 
nationaliry Bill yesterday, de- 
signed to _protecr the preşent 
rights of citizens of the Unired 
Kingdom and colonies. 

It accepted an zmencment 
tabled by two Conservative MPs 
which would mean tbat such 
citizens. settled here before 
1973, would tare fire years in- 
stead of two in which to register 
as British after the passing of 
the Act. Mr Timothy Raison. 
Minister of State at the Home 
Office, bad hinted at that con- 
cession in a speecl reported in 
The Times on March 16. 


The Government also tabled 
a new clause 9 yesterday, in 
place of clause 7, which would 
mean that all present United 
Kingdom aod colonies citizens 
of whom there’ are 2,600,000 in 
Hongkong. would be entitled to 


register as British as long as- 


they had lired here for {ire 
vears and frere free of iramigra- 
tion restrictions in the fal 
year. 
Originally they would lave 
had to apply for naturalization 
under the Bil as it was first 
drafted; but there was rue 
guarantee that would be 
granted. Naturalization is exper 
sive an dis at the discretion of 
the Home Secretary. 

That does not maen that more 

e will be able to come to 
ive in Britaia. Most Hongkoug 
citizens do not have a grand- 
parent born here and theretore 
do not hare the right to live in 
this country. But it does mean 
that those who do will have the 
right to British citizenship 
under certain condinons, and 
will nor have to go trough thi 

rdous naturalization proce- 
dure.

The drawback in using them 
to make batteries for storing 
energy is twofold. Some heat 
has to be applied to push the 
material over an “activation 
barrier”, or to create the con- 
ditions in which the nolecules 
return to their mormal struc- 
ture, giving up the surplus 
energy. 

Second, the rorbornadiene 
agents are sensitive only to the 
ultraviolet band in the Sun's 
rays which holds only « fraction 
of the total energy of .light. 

The commerical prospects for 
the invention tiay turn on the 
use of the silver-baused catalysı 
which stimulates the release o: 
en at room temperature 

Some method may have to be 
developed of putting the silver 
into the substance when the 
heat is required, without , çon 
suming the silver.

The investigation took place after 
Sir Roger Hoflis’s retiremenf from 
the Security Service. It did not 
tenclusively prore his irnocence ; 
indeed it is very often impossible 
to prove innocence ; that is why in 
our law the burden of pronf ig 
placed upon those wio şŞeek to 
establish guilt and not oii those 
wha defend innocence. 


„ But no evidence was found that 
iacriminated him, and the conclu- 
şion reached at the end of thea 
investigation was that he had not 
been an agent of the Russian Intel« 
ligeoce Service. 

This ricw was challenged, bow-

The thaw has come early this 
year. Gentle winds from the 
south have pushed tempera. 
tures in Moscow up to their 
March ‘warmest for more than 
100 years, and the winter's 
sıow, by now biack and com- 
pacted, has been melting fast:

The birth of rhe Social Demo- 
crats presents a challenge to 
both of the main established 
parties, but especially to the 
Labour Party.

Sir, In me statement whic { 
rscemly issued ëo the press (Tie 
Times, March 30) I observed that 
recent events “2û io the vi 3 
af zhe discretion 1o0 pros: t0". 
That, however, caanot, I belicve, da 
said for the article by Ronald Butt 
on the subject (March 25). 

Eirher every crime disclosed, with 
sufficient evidence amouniing to a 
prima facie case, must be the sub- 
ject of prosecwion or tha prosecul- 
îng authority must be giren a ûis- 
cretion whether or not t10 proceed. 
For as long as can remembered 
a discretion has becn vested in the 
Law Officers, the Director of Pub 
lic Prosecutions, since the office 
was created, and chief constables 
tO decide whether apy citizen should 
or _ should not he prosecuted 

The test applicable is ziso clear ; 
first whether there js s-rffici2nt 
evidence to raise a probability that 
conviction will result. and second]: 
wherltrer the public interest requires 
that a prosecution be launched. One 
factor in determining the public 
irterest (and Il have never sugrested 
it was the only factor) is “ wheter 
the indirect punishment and hard- 
sbip which a potential deferdanr 
mav suffer is likely to b2 so dis- 
proportionate to the severity of the 
alleged offence anf to any penzity 
likely ro be imposed by a court that 
ir would be unjust to pnrosecırte ", 
That that test is anl should he 
applied has heen, within my per- 
sonal experiencs, the practice for 
over 45 years. 

In his book. The Decision tn Pro- 
secute, A. F. Wilcox, formerly 
Chief Constable of Hertfordshire, 
lists the reasons for not prasecut- 
ing, one of which i<: “Where a 
prosecution would bring dispronor- 
Tinnate consequences to the accused 
who has a good character and repUu- 
tation.” 

Parliament has the right, and must 
always continue to have rhe right, 
to question anv such decisicn bv 
calling upon the Artorney General 
to iuştifv it. What cannot he right, 
and what I hare reoeatediv 
described as irresponsible, and 
which should never bs permitted. is 
so to frame public questions to the 
Law Officer as are calculated and 
intended to frustrate and nullify 
the effect of any such decision, in 
adrance of any exrlanation. 

The suhject has been repeatedly 
debated in Parliament over many 
years and on many occasions. 
Speaking in the Horse of Commons 
on Februarv 16. 1959, the Prime 
Minister. Mr Harod Mocmilisn. 
srated {H.C.Debates. ol 6C0. col 
31) + “Te is ar established principle 
of good gorernment in this country, 
and a tradition long supported bv 
al politica] parties, that the deci- 
sion as to veherher anv citizen shoud 
be prosecuted. or whether an pro- 
secutinn should be discontinired, 
should be a matter. where a puhlic 
as opposed to a private prosecurinn 
is concerned, for the prosecutiiig 
arthorities to decide on the merits 

the case without political or 
other pressure, Yt would be a mnst 
dangrrous deviarion from this 
sound principle. if a prosecution 
were to be institı'ted or abandoned 
as a result of political pressure or 


„Popular clamour ”. Every word of 


that statement mııst be sıpported bv 
all who seek to defend fairness and 
justice. 

Ir is not, and cannot be, simply a

Nationality proposals 
From Mr John Niutthews 


Sir, Recent correspondence on the 
Nationality Bill has shovn how diffi. 
cult i$ is even for the informed 
layman to grasp the full significance 
of ali its implications, and ir is aot 
therefore surprising that one key 
element seems to have been over- 
looked by your correspondents so 
far: the retroactive nature of the 
measure dealing with the right to 
rrarsatit citizenship. 

As has already been pointed out, 
the Government intends to allow 
three categories of Briton—those 
who are British by birıh, registra- 
tion Sf naturalization~—to pass on 
their citizeû3hip to their children 
wherever they are born, whilst the 
fourth category, to be known as 
Britons “ by descent "”. wil not haye 
this right. Their children will 
quaiify automatically for British 
citizenship ouly if born in the 
United Kingdom. 

What is nor gererally realized is 
thar category four wil include mary 


` born abroad before the Bill becomes 


law, whose British-bora parents 


were İn many Caşes given assurances ` 


by the Foreign Office (in perfectly 
good faith, I hasten to add) to the 
effect that birth abroad would not 
disadyartage their children in any 
WaY. 

A curious side effect of this 


. anomaly in the proposed legislation 


is thar it penalizes iegitimacy. For 


. the last two years or so, British-born

It is certainly 
true that without Dr Owen’s 
pugnacious qualities the’ Social 
Democrats would not be where 
they are today. This toughness 
is essential in the leader of a 
new party breaking away from 
old alignments. Ir is impossible 
to conduct such an operation 
without giving offence. Yet Dr 
Owen's capacity for giving 
offence goes beyond what is 
necessary, Despite his rapproche- 
ment with Mr Steel on television 
this week, he is rhe one among 
the prominent Social Democrats 
with whom the Liberals have the 
worst relations. Ar this stage it 
would be wise to leave the over- 
all leadership of the party an 
open question, especially as the 
relationship with the Liberals 
will be critical. 

An effective partnership be- 
tween the two of them is 
necessary to both for two differ- 
ent reasons. An electoral pact is 
needed to ensure that they are 
not competing fer the same vores 
in constituency after constitu- 
ency, But a deeper alliauoce is 
required if the alectorate is to be 
convinced that this new grouping 
is more credible than any other 
claimants to the ceatre-left 
territory of British politics for 
the last half century or more. Jt 
is because the Liberals by them- 
selves have never looked credible 
enough that they have never 
quire made the breakthrough. Mr 
Steel was right, for .this reason, 
to press again yesterday for more 
than a mere electoral pact. The 
closer the arrangement between 
them the more convincing the 
two parties will look. If they can 
agree on policy priorities, and 
campaign jointly . with the 
promise of forming a coalition if 
they win enough seats, they will

challenge that might indeed 
change the face of British 
politics.

Ar a time when hoth Lab- 
cur and the Conservalivès bave 
broken away in different direc- 
tions from the postwar consensus, 
there is a place on the political 
spectrum for a party thar is seek- 
ing essentially to bring that con- 
sensus up to date. But ir will 
need adroit presentation to pre- 
serve the impression of freshness 
at the same time. 

Jz follows that they will remain 
under pressure to produce bolder 
and more detailed policies than 
they have yet revealed. Here they 
will need to strike a delicate bal- 
ance. A party whose principal 
attraction is thar it is free from 
the constricting dogmas of others 
must be careful not to saddle 
itself with a rew ideology for 
the sake of something to say.

Coal-burning, steam-driven 
railway trains—evyocative of the 
Golden Age for many enthuwv 
siasts and symbolic of the tech- 
nology of a former era—may 
yet stage a comeback. A project 
is under way in the United 
States to develop and build two 
prototype locomoriyes which 
1 burn coal efficiently, 
clearly and ecoaomically. 
According to American Coal 
Enterprises (ACE) of Akron, 
Ohio, coalburning engines could 
sare the American railways 
about $1.300m a year in fuel 
costs; put 15,000 unemployed

The company has produced 
a design for a steam locomotive, 
known as the ACE 3000, which 
wil burn coal cleanly by using

In the first stage the coal is 
gasified and in the second it 
is complerely burnt, reducing 
nitrogen oxides and virtually 
eliminating the release of par- 
ticles and smoke into the atrmıo- 
sphere. Sulphur dioxide is con- 
aed by using lowsulphur 
coal. 

The locomorire consists of 
two parts—a power unit Con» 
raining the combustion and 
transmission systems and a Sup- 
port unit which houses 33 fons 
of coal (in three standard 
packs) and a water-recycling 
system. The coal will be loaded 
into the packs at the mine and 
moved on flat cars to rail ser- 
vicing areas, where the pocks 
will be put on to the locomotive 
by a small crane.
